RIO DE JANEIRO, Dec. 23.—In the 
executive office of the presidential 
palace facing Rio’s wonderful harbor,

than an hour this afternoon. In ap- 
pearance and manner he is more like 
an American business man than an 
executive of a great nation. 

The president commented enthusias- 
tically on the result of the Hoover 
tour of South America as one of the 
“greatest events of our times,” and 
declared relations between the United 
States and Latin Americas were never 
better. He declined to discuss govern- 
ment financing of agriculture which 
has already been tried in Brazil with 
more or less success. He expressed 
the view that the United States, finan- 
cially at least, is making inroads past 
rock ribbed European influence in this 

phase of international relations. 


No Formality at Palace. 
Through an interpreter—he speaks 


president, with the most American 
sounding name in all Brazil—explained 
that he was not being interviewed— 
just chatting, as he put it. The inter- 
preter was Moriccio Nabuco, son of a 
former ambassador to Washington. 
The much talked of formality of the 
South Americas was entirely lacking 
in the palace.

S. C. Chandler, Illinois state natural : 
history survey entomologist, has re 
ported tg thi state agricultural col- 
lege that during the last two winters 
he found that. worms of codling moths 
much prefer to spin their cocoons on 
such man-made articles as old boards, 
fertilizer sacks, old papers, corrugated 
cardboard cushions, and old picking 


prunings and pieces of bark. 

Chandler's studies of the oriental 
fruit moth indicate that the state’s 
newest peach pest has acquired simi- 
lar habits. Three-fourths of the worms 
spun their cocoons inside a mailing 
tube kept near a tree caged for ex- 
perimenta] purposes; 125 worms were 
found cocooned in and through the 
tube. 

This investigator also notices that 
codling moth infestation is worse 
around packing sheds. He recom- 
mends screening the packing sheds 
where it is possible. It is explained 
that worms crawl out of the discard- 
ed cull fruit and find agreeable quar- 
ters in cardboard pads, crevices of 
baskets, barrels, the corners of the 
building and other tight places. 
Screening the packing shed traps the 
pests when they emerge in the spring 
and they soon die without laying eggs 
fer future generations.

This compares with a total of 
1,163,000 in the preceding period and 
284,000 shares in the corresponding 
week of 1927. For the year to date, 


total sales ran to 387,869,435 against 
10,411,640 shares last year. 


Boost Market Value. 


The market value of the fifty most 
active stocks listed on the exchange 
showed an increase of $20,162,580 dur- 
ing the week. Thirc is an increase of 
3.53 per cent compared with the 
prices of the same stocks at the close 
of the week ended Dec. 15, according 
to a compilation of Lage & Co. The 
market value of the stocks totaled 
$590,754,246. The analysis shows that 
only sixteen of the fifty stocks were 
listed and traded mM a year ago. The 
tarket value of these stocks at the 
close Saturday stood at $296,994,679 
compared with $197,133,592 a year age, 
a gain of 50.66 per cent. 

The biggest gain was established by 
Grigsby-Grunow, Radio, the most sen- 
sational performer of the week, with 
a net advance of 22% points.

The terms of the transaction were 
not made public, nor has there been 
any public valuation placed upon the 
Sperry plants and business, but it is 
known that the company is worth 
many millions of dollars. The Sperry 
Gyroscope company is a priyate ° 
cern, control of which in the ‘past 
been in the hands of Dr. pthc aoa 
members of his family. The Brooklyn 
plant is one of the oldest and most 
complete precision instrument and lab- 
oratory plants in the country. 

For many years the company has 
operated branch offices all over the 


world, maintaining the Sperry Gyro- 
scope, Ltd., in London, and being as- 
sociated with the Tokio Precision In- 
strument company in Japan. 

“For the past few years our com-| 
pany has been working more and more 
into the aeronautical field,” Dr. Sperry | 
said today. “We have concentrated 
not only on commercial and military 
eraft but also on the development of 
anti-aircraft apparatus for use in case 
of war.” 

Mr. Keys said that the codperation | 
of Dr. Sperry in seeking a common. 
objective, the lessening of the impor- 
tance of the human element in air, 
transport, would be of great value. 

To Lessen Human Element.
